Arrest of picketers at Poona. 


~ Golabux Bepari, a dealer in Belati shoes, and Bisweswar Dikshit, a dealer in 


Belati cloths, have been exewpted from the tax. The tax paid by Nandalal Pal, 
who sells Belati liquors, is Rs. 3-15, while another man who deals in country- 
made liquors has to pay Rs. 64-8, though it is needless to say that the sale 
of foreign liquors is much greater and fetches more profit than those made in 
India, and though Nandalal Pal is a rich merchant. Officers in the service of 
the District and Local Boards, Municipalities, and the Government were 
exempted from the tax, But an annual imposition of Rs. 15-12, has been made 
upon Bhowanisankar Das Gupta, an Overseer under the District Board, because 
the evidence he gave in connection with the affairs at Jamalpur was not as the 
authorities had wished. Bhowani Babu has resigned his post after paying the 
tax for six months, One Laljimohan Poddar of Pingna, who is a dealer in 
Belati cloths and has an annual income of ten or twelve thousand rupees, has 
been exempted from the tax; whereae Bharat Chandra Saha, a dealer in 


swadesht sugar, salt, etc., whose annual income does not exceed Rs. 250, has 


been assessed at Rs. 5 per annum. Ma jar Ulla Haji, a rich talukdar of Pingna, 


has been exempted from the tax, while many people who cannot earn their 
livelihood, even after working their hardest, have to pay two to three rupees as 


Punitive Police tax.

The unrest has gone on 
increasing; appearing first as a mere speck it has now assumed gigantic 
portions; people wonder how this has come about so suddenly. Even 
rd Curzon who boasted of his foresight could not discover it. People there- 
fore concluded that it was all the doing of God. Who can understand His 


ways? Although this unrest has not been long in the country, the incidents 


it has given rise to are quite unique. They never occurred during the 
Muhammadan rule, Riots, assaults, friction between the police and the people 
have now become the order of the day. A conflagration in one place is 
communicated throughout the country; strikes are to be seen everyday. 
Today we find strikes in the Telegraph Department, Postal Department, 
Railways among the sweepers among the butchers and so on. They take place 

either simultaneously or in quick succession. Did any one ever dream of such 
things before ? 

Men, living in towns, when excited, commit riots. Government employes, 
when aggrieved, strike work, but what of the poor agriculturists? They are 
discontented too, but how are they to express their feeling?

lution is not made of rose water.” Lying on a bed of ease, one can conceive of 
liberty in one’s dreams, but that (conception) is shattered when confronted b 
hard facts. The unrest extending over an entire country which brings (with 
it) a foreshadowing of liberty, the unrest which in the firat dawn of a national 
awakening dyes the eastern sky with crimson, the historical name for that 
uprest is revolt.“ A revolt, no matter how much its external offshoots 
may be a has always been welcomed by subject nations. There 

is no example in history of liberty having been acquired silently and without 
bloodehed. So long as peace exists in a country, 80 long revolution is not 
brought forth, so long striving for liberty end in mere words of mouth. 

When the coursings of unrest pulsate in every vein of the country, when 
the keen torment of the crest of flame spread into every cavity (of the body 
of society), a new life is awakened in the country, the whole country is 
submerged under the terrible flow of a flood of blood.

The Brahman’s duty.—Considering the time of terrible danger which has 
arrived even self-protection has become quite impossible, far less maintaining 
dharma and karma (religion and duty), In such times of danger, if one has to 
defend oneself even by resorting to low means of livelihood one must do that. 
One should wait till one is saved from danger, and one should always be trying 
to remove that danger. It is for that specified time that the Brahman and 


other castes should live by resorting to the means of livelihood which is 


ordained for the castes which is next to their own. This is the injunction of 
the shastras. This is what has been styled duty in times of danger. 
The supernaturally gifted Mannu says: —Here follows a sloka from Manu, 


of which the meaning is given as follows :— 


If a Brahman does not succeed in earning a livelihood and bringing up 
relatives by teaching and other professions as abovementioned, he will make a 
living by the profession of a Ashatriya, For this is the profession which is 
next his own. If he cannot live by the Ashalriya profession, he will adopt the 
profession of a Vaisya. : 

Here follows a text. a | 

He should rather make a living by trade, but still never take to servitude 
(literally the profession of a dog). 

Alas! what is the predicament to-day of our disordered society? The 
Brahman pandits who deal in the shastras boast that they are the helmsmen of 
the community. But they have absolutely no knowledge as to the guiding of 
the helm of the ship of society. It is extremely difficult to guide a living 
community merely by dry learning. | 

It is true they conduct (their movements) by appeals to the shastras. They 
show endless reverence and trust in the Dharmashasiras by Manu and others. 
But these (sentiments) find no expression in action. Mere professions do not 
amount to the performance of religious duties. What is wanted is work. The

Brahman should himself be accustomed to the practice of religion, and should 


guide men of other classes of society into the paths of that practice. To- day 
the Brahman has not got that practice, nor does he enforce the teachings of the 
shastras ; no longer exist the Brahman at whose roar even the god Jndra fell, or the 
Brahmanio spirit there remain (now) only a vaunting of the words (of mouth) 
and appeals to the sHastras, a pride sporting in ignorance and high-sounding 
titles, viz., V idyatirtha VelTyasagar, Vedangabagis. He takes to expounding 
tke shastras after only acquiring a knowledge of the language; interpreting 
easy simple sentiments in a crooked way, they lead the whole community 
astray. ‘‘ Like a blindman led by blindmen.” Though themselves blind they

As widow (re)-marriage is unshastric to the Hindu, so, is not servitude more 
unshastric ? Supporters may (be found to) stand up for widow-remarriage—but 
not the Hindu alone; but no nation on earth has ever been able to sup ort the 
case of subjection to others. With an honest spirit, servitude can never be 
accepted as beneficial The Hindu Shastras also are strongly opposed to 
servitude. It is the Shastras which direct Brahmans in times of danger to take 
up the sword, but on no account to acknowledge servitude.

‘The crowd found their way to the verandah and began to destroy the furnitare. Oue of 
the teachers showed his knife and the mob dispersed. This is, mind, from the socount given 
by a European gentleman. Does a mob, we ask again, wnich disperses at the sight of a 
knife, require to be scattered by a musketry fire? Mark the following fact also:—‘ After 
shooting, the officers returned to the Collector's bungalow. They felt apprehensive of a 
possible revengeful attack. So the bungalow was guarded by severa! policemen.’ We 
at the question—Does a crowd which can be kept off by several policemen require to be 
dealt with like a body of armed rebels? Not only the riotous gathering did not oonsist of 
indomitable and desperately reckless budmashes, who could not be — by any other 
means but shooting them down, but their foolish mischief-making was not the result of any 
deliberate, preconcerted plan. It was the outcome of sudden ebullition of feeling—brought 
on probably by the sudden assault on a boy by a European officer, only because he had taken 
Bepin Babu’s name! The Hon’ble Mr. Gurusawmy expressed his opinion that the distur- 
banoe ‘was most unexpected and sudden and quite unexpected by the citizens.’

Famine in Kalna. 


440. An articles on sanitation and water supply finds a place in the Breaks. 
Benyalee. The article states that a proper water 11th April 19v8. 
supply in villages is one of the most pressing needs

“At present there is something like water-famine in the districts of Birbhum, Bankura, 
people in these districts have not sufficient water to drink, 
and when fires break out (which are of frequent occurrence) they commit wide spread havoc. 
Cholera is raging in an epideinio form in many of the villages in the districts we have named, 
and the scarcity of water is at the root of this epidemic. We are told that in the course of a 
week some 55 inhabitants out of 117, living in a village only about four miles from Suri, the 
headquarters of the Beerbhoom district, died of cholera; and the local authorities have done 
nothing here or elsewhere.“ 


The article concludes by saying that Government is responsible for the 
distress, and says that money is being spent for the police instead of for the 


people.
